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KEPORT  ON  FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

Foreign  Missions,  as  they  are  called,  had  their 
origin  in  the  benevolence  of  God.  From  the  begin- 
ning, before  the  morning  stars  sang  together,  and 
before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  God 
foresaw  the  fall  of  man,  and  planned  for  his  salvation. 
That  plan,  made  in  eternity,  was  first  manifested 
when  Jesus  came  and  died  for  the  sins  of  the  world. 
It  took  a  more  definite  shape  when  the  all-powerful 
Christ  commanded  his  disciples  to  go  into  ali  the 
world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  prom- 
ising, he  that  believetn  and  is  baptized,  shall  be 
saved.  Pentecost  witnessed  the  first  great  victory  of 
this  gospel  and  became  the  prophecy  of  its  future 
conquest.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  missions  are  of  divine 
origin  and  purpose,  and  no  man  can  oppose  them 
without  fighting  against  God,  nor  neglect  them  with- 
out ignoring  Jehovah.  Modern  Foreign  Missions,  as 
we  understand  them,  are  a  little  over  one  hundred 
years  old.  The  prophets  used  by  the  Almignty  to 
awake  his  sleeping  eh  arch  and  discover  to  them  his 
will  concerning  the  world,  were  Baptists.  Carey  and 
Ward  and  Marshman  and  Judson  are  God's  gifts  to 
humanity.  Upon  Baptist  missions  God  has  bestowed 
his  blessings  as  he  has  done  upon  no  others.  In 
America,  in  Europe,  in  Asia  and  Africa  he  has  bless- 
ed their  work  and  word. 

During  the  last  year,  while  the  American  Baptists 
gave  not  quite  one  fourth  the  amount  contributed  by 
five  other  leading  denominations  together,  the  num- 
ber of  their  converts  in  foreign  fields  exceeded  those  of 
all  these  put  together  by  34,519 — more  than  any  one 
of  them  had.  In  other  words,  so  far  as  we  can  esti- 
mate the  results  ot  spiritual  work  in  dollars  and  cents, 
the  investment  of  Baptists  in  Foreign  Mission  work 
are  seven  times  as  productive  as  those  of  the  other 
denominations  collectively.     Thus  God  is  encouraging 
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us  to  go  forward.  The  fields  are  white  to  the  harvest 
and  constantly  enlarging.  The  great  hand  of  God 
constantly  beckons  us  onward  and  out  war  I.  He^iys 
to  us  daily,  who  will  go.  Many  of  the  pick  and -flow- 
er of  our  young  men  and  women  are  answering,  here 
I  am,  send  me.  Wot  only  has  God  greatly  honored 
our  beloved  State  by  calling  from  time  to  time  so 
many  to  the  foreign  fields,  but  he  has  come  nearer  to 
us  in  this  mountainous  section,  into  this  Convention, 
yea,  into  our  very  midst  and  laid  his  hand  upon  some 
among  us  and  said,  go.  You  are  informed  how  Miss 
Lottie  Price  of  Asheville,  in  obedience  to  the  call  of 
God,  bid  farewell  to  home  and  loved  ones  and  set  her 
face  toward  China  in  company  with  Bro.  Bryan  and 
others,  and  our  hearts  and  pra}rers  follow  them.  And 
now  Miss  Fannie  E.  Jefferies  of  Asheville,  another 
consecrated  sister  has  had  her  soul  stirred  by  the  Hoi  \ 
Saviour  and  stands  before  us  to-night  with  her  heart 
yearning  for  the  salvation  of  the  heathen  saying,  send 
me,  send  me.  What  shall  we  do,  brethren  ?  The 
heathen  are  perishing,  and  here  are  those  who  want 
to  go  to  their  rescue.     Will  we  send  them  ?

MORNING  SESSION — THIRD   DAY. 

President  Tucker  presiding.  Bro.  W.  M.  Murray 
conducted  devotional  exercises.  Minutes  of  previous 
day  read  and  after  some  corrections,  approved. 

Conventional  Missions  was  taken  up  as  the 
special  topic  for  this  hour  and  the  report  read  again. 
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Thirty-Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Sunday-Schools. 


Your  board  rejoices  to  bring  to  you  a  handful  of 
golden  sheaves  Notwithstanding  the  hard  times  this 
has  been  one  of  the  best  years  of  its  history.  The 
work  accomplished  and  the  brightening  prospects  are 
cause  enough  to  inspire  and  cheer  us  in  our  toil.  Un- 
to the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  let  us  give  all  praise. 

THE     WORK. 

The  board  has  had  under  appointment  ten  mission- 
aries. Four  are  employed  for  all  their  time,  the  others 
for  only  a  part.

Rev.  C.  N.  Williams  came  to  Murphy,  hoping  to 
make  it  his  permanent  home,  but  the  salary  was  inade- 
quate to  support  himself  and  family.  Rev.  W.  H. 
Rich  succeeded  Brother  Williams  and  entered  upon 
his  work  with  great  hopefulness,  but  was  laid  by  for 
most  of  the  summer  by  an  attack  of  fever.  We  are 
glad  to  say  that  he  is  again  able  to  resume  his  work. 

The  work  done  cannot  be   shown  by  figures.     We

Not  on- 
ly must  he  visit  all  Associations,  but  the  churches,  the 
homes,  the  Sunday-school  institutes.  Indeed,  he  is 
a  missionary.  We  append  a  report  of  his  work  which 
speaks  for  itself  :

ENLARGED  INTERESTS.     . 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  increased  interests  in 
Conventional  missions.  The  pastors  are  without  an 
exception  in  hearty  sympathy  with  us  and  are  press- 
ing their  churches  to  largely  increase  their  contribu- 
tions. This  is  exceedingly  hopeful  ;for  our  noble  and 
large-hearted  pastors  are  the  pillars  of  this  great 
work.  The  Associations  have  all  fallen  in  line  and 
ask  to  co  operate  with  the  board,  having  greatly  in- 
creased their  pledges. 

FINANCES. 

Oar  Treasurer  cannot  give  a  correct  report  of  expen- 
ditures upon  the  field  as  the  amount  of  books  sold  and 
collected  on  salary  by  the  missionaries,  is  not  report- 
ed to  him,  but  only  to  the  board.  The  sum  actually 
expended  on  our  work  for  the  past  year,  is  $2,828.54 
of  this  amount  our  churches  gave  $1,761.64,  the  re- 
maining $1,066.90  being  donations  from  other  boards. 

HELP  RECEIVED. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  aid  received  from  the 
Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion amounting  to  $600  ;  from  the  Publication  Board 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  of  $200  and  a 
grant  of  books  from  the  American  Baptist  Publica- 
tion Society,  valued  at  $500.  This  grant  from  the  A. 
B.  P.  Society  runs  to  May,  1895,  and  only  a  part  of  the 
books  have  been  used.  We  can  but  pray  that  these 
gifts  may  be  continued,  not  only  so,  but,  if  possible, 
increased. 

OUR    NEEDS. 

Every  Association  within  the  bounds  of  this  Con- 
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veution  has  destitution.  This  great  mountain  coun- 
try constantly  increasing  in  population,  is  a  vast 
missionary  field.  Shall  we  possess  it  or  leave  it  to 
others  ?  Shall  we  have  no  regard  for  the  appalling 
fact  that  within  the  bounds  of  our  Convention  there 
are  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  souls  without 
Christ ! 

Your  board  cannot  "go  forward"  unless  the 
churches  send  up  greatly  increased  gifts.  We  need 
and  ask  for  $5,000  the  incoming  year.  Indeed,  we 
must  have  it,  or  our  Master's  cause  must  suffer.  With 
good  crops  in  the  valleys  and  on  the  hills,  will  we  not 
attempt  this  increase  of  work  by  pledging  the  need- 
ful support,  as  a  thank  offering  unto  our  Father  for 
the  return  of  prosperity?  Brethren,  shall  we  "go 
forward?" 

PROSPECTS. 

"The  prospects  are  as  bright  as  the  promises  of 
God." 

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

In  obedience  to  the  order  of  this  Convention  in 
session  last  October,  your  board  appointed  a  Sunday- 
school  Missionary.  The  lot  fell  upon  Rev.  S.  C.  Owen 
and  he  has  shown  himself  eminently  worthy.  This 
is  a  new  and  also  a  difficult  work  ;  a  work  from  which 
we  could  not  expect  great  things  at  once  and  yet  our 
missionary  has,  it  seems  to  us,  in  one  year,  sown  so 
wisely  that  we  now  expect  a  glorious  harvest.  He 
modestly  tells  of  the  work  in  these  words  : 

"When  I  entered  the  field  as  your  Sunday-school 
Missionary  a  little  less  than  a  year  ago,  I  sought  to 
organize  Sunday-schools  in  destitute  sections,  to  bet- 
ter organize  those  already  in  operation,  to  furnish  the 
people  with  Bibles  and  other  books,  tracts  and  other 
religious  literature,  and  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
people   wherever  opportunity   was   afforded.      As  to 
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organizing  schools,  I  have  found  but  very  few  places 
where  they  were  necessary.  In  nearly  every  nook 
and  corner,  even  where  there  is  but  little,  if  any 
preaching,  Sunday-schools  are  found.  But  for  want 
of  houses  sufficiently  comfortable,  many  of  these 
schools  necessarily  have  to  suspend  for  from  four  to 
six  months  in  the  winter.  But  it  is  with  a  degree  of 
pleasure  that  I  can  say  that  this  time-honored  custom 
is  fast  changing  to  ever-green  schools.  It  is  needless 
to  undertake  to  re-organize  these  "season"  schools  till 
the  buds  begin  to  swell  and  the  birds  to  sing. 

"Your  Missionary  has  found  a  ripe  field  of  labor 
along  the  line  of  better  organizing  the  Sunday-schools, 
for  very  many  of  them  are  very  poorly  attended,  es- 
pecially by  the  church  members.  The  lessons  are 
poorly  prepared  and  the  teachers  are  inefficient.  With 
some  of  them  the  end  seems  to  be  a  social  gathering. 
To  remedy  these  things  has  been  the  constant  aim  of 
your  Missionary.  We  now  have  six  county  Sunday- 
school  Conventions  organized  and  appointments  to 
organize  three  more  in  the  future.  We  hope  through 
these  meetings  to  organize  Sunday-school  institutes 
where  better  ways,  means  and  methods  can  be  intro- 
duced. This  work  being  something  new  to  many  of 
our  people,  they  are  slow  to  take  hold  of  it.  My  work 
for  the  past  year  has  been  largely  planning  and  or- 
ganizing for  the  future.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  Sunday-school 
work.  If  the  next  generation  is  to  be  in  harmony 
and  co-operation  with  our  denominational  interests  it 
must  be  done  largely  through  our  Sunday-schools.  It 
is  not  enough  to  get  our  children  into  the  church,  but 
get  them  well  prepared  for  usefulness  when  they  do 
come.  The  Lord  has  given  us  children  by  the  hun- 
dreds in  these  mountains  and*  we  should  train  them 
for  Him." 

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE    WOMAN'S    CENTRAL   COM- 
MITTEE. 

The  first  year's   work  has  naturally  been  one  of 
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organization,  The  duties  were  new  to  your  commit- 
tee, but  we  feel  that,  while  visible  results  are  some- 
what meagre,  the  work  is  well  under  way,  aud  we  are 
much  more  hopeful  for  the  future. 

We  have  corresponded  with  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies  already  formed,  endeavored  to  organize 
others  and  have  attempted  to  keep  all  known  to  us 
supplied  with  missionary  literature.  The  Western 
North  Carolina  Baptist  has  kindly  given  us  space  and 
through  it  we  have  kept  the  monthly  topic  of  missions 
and  much  needed  information  thereon  before  our 
people. 

The  aim  of  this  committee  during  the  coming  year 
shall  be  to  organize  a  society  in  each  church  in  our 
Convention,  to  bring  the  old  ones  to  a  more  regular 
and  liberal  benevolence  toward  the  grand  cause  of 
our  Lord  in  this  world.  We  hope  also  to  organize 
Sunbeam  societies  and  thereby  bring  the  children  in- 
to the  work. 

To  accomplish  our  work  we  need  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  every  Baptist  pastor.  We  can  help  them 
and  they  can  help  us  in  the  great  work,  So  we  ask 
these  brethren  to  assist  us  in  organizing  the  women 
in  their  churches.  Ere  the  end  of  another  year  we 
hope  to  double  the  amounts  given  by  our  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies. 

We  also  earnestly  request  each  society  to  report 
all  contributions  for  whatever  purpose  to  the  Central 
Committee.  The  money  should  be  turned  over  to  the 
church  Treasurer  and  a  written  statement  only  sent 
to  the  Central  Committee.  Our  report  for  this  year  is 
not  correct  because  societies  have  failed  to  send  in 
reports.     Blanks  will  be  furnished  each  society.

"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature"  is  the  divine  commission  of  every 
child  of  God.

This  includes  every 
living  soul  in  the  bounds  of  the  Convention.  We 
have  in  our  own  Southland  those  who  are  dying 
without  Christ — the  heathen  at  our  own  doors.  In 
the  Western  Carolinas,  East  Tennessee,  on  the  fron- 
tiers, in  Cuba  and  elsewhere  there  are  those  who  hear 
of  a  saving  Christ  only  as  the  missionary  carries  to 
them  the  glorious  news,  the  "glad  tidings."  God  has 
made  it  our  imperative  duty  to  give  the  gospel  to  these 
people.     Are  we  doing  it  ?     Will  we  do  it  ? 

Our  Home  Board  located  at  Atlanta,  Ga,,  has  for 
its  mission  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  in  these  des- 
titute sections,  therefore  it  is  worthy  of  the  faithful 
support  and  hearty  co-operation  of  every  Baptist  and 
every  Baptist  body  in  the  Southern  Convention. 

The  work  of  the  Board  for  the  last  year  speaks 
for  itself.

EDUCATION. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  increased  interest  in  edu- 
cation on  the  part  of  *our  people.  All  benevolent 
work  is  aided  by  an  increase  of  knowledge  received  in 
Christian  schools.  A  broadened  mind  with  an  en-. 
larged  heart  is  the  hope  of  our  mission  work  at  h<3me 
and  abroad.  Our  pastors,  as  leaders  of  the  people, 
should  use  their  influence  to  establish  a  good  school 
in  the  communities  where  they  labor.  They  should 
urge  parents  to  send  their  sons  and  daughters  to  our 
denominational  colleges  and  academies,  and  should 
be  on  the  outlook  for  boys  and  girls  of  promsing 
parts  to  encourage  them  to  rest  not  until  they  are 
well  educated.  A  word  in  season  often  starts  one  to 
college  and  from  college  into  a  life  of  incalculable 
usefulness. 

We  urge  our  people  to  patronize  our  denomina- 
national  seats  of  learing.     A  Baptist  girl  or  boy  edu-

cated  in  a  school  of  any  other  denomination  is  at  best 
only  a  half-hearted  Baptist. 

We  urge  this  duty  because  as  a  denomination  we 
have  schools  ior  both  sexes  second  to  none,  indeed,  in 
many  respects  superior  to  any  in  the  State.  We  are 
justly  proud  of  our  great  college.  Wake  Forest.  Its 
graduates  are  among  the  leading  men  in  the  country. 
Its  exceptionally  fine  advantages  can  be  had  for  a 
small  sum  of  money  and  every  young  man  who  will 
can  avail  himself  of  its  excellent  training. 

We  also  have  many  good  institutes  within  the 
bounds  of  our  Convention.  Bellview  High  school  in 
Clay  county.,  is  under  Baptist  management  and  wor 
thy  of  a  liberal  patronage.  Fair  View  Collegiate  Insti- 
tute, owned  and  managed  by  the  Buncombe  county 
Association,  offers  first  class  advantages.  Prof.  A. 
B.  Justice,  the  principal,  is  a  most  worthy  and  excel- 
lent teacher.  Skyland  Institute,  located  at  Asheville 
with  Prof.  J.  S.  Dickey  as  principal,  is  meeting  with 
unusual  success.  This  is  a  co-educational  school  and 
has  in  each  department  a  specialist  as  teacher. 

We  call  special  attention  to  our  duty  to  educate 
our  young  ministers.  There  are  now  thirty-six  young 
ministers  on  the  Board  of  Education  at  Wake  Forest 
college.  Four  of  these  are  from  our  own  Convention, 
viz  :  D.  M.  Pressley,  W.  H.  Davis,  J.  C.  Owen  and  D. 
B.  Deaver.  Bro.  G.  N.  Cowan  hopes  to  return  the 
first  of  next  year.  God  has  since  Christ  chosen  the 
poor,  rich  in  faith,  to  be  his  messengers  to  dying  men. 
Let  us  see  to  it  that  these  young  brethren  are  sup- 
ported. 

We  commend  our  Theological  Seminary  located 
at  Louisville,  Ky.,  to  our  brethren,  and  every  young 
preacher  who  possibly  can  should  seek  its  advantages.

MORNING     SESSION — FOURTH    DAY. 

Devotional  services  by  Bro.  A.  I.  Justice.  The 
body  called  to  order  by  President  Tucker. 

Bro.  A.  1.  Justice  read 

historian's  report. 

The  last  session  of  our  Convention  was  held  with 
the  First  church  Asheville.  The  names  of  117  dele- 
gates were  enrolled.  This  was  a  larger  delegation 
than  we  have  had  for  years.  A  good  showing  when 
we  remember  that  three  of  our  Associations  had 
withdrawn  from  us  and  gone  to  the  State  Convention. 

We  were  highly  favored  with  the  presence  of  a 
number^of  representative  brethren.  I.  T.  Tichenor, 
T.  P.  Bell,  C.  C.  Bitting  and  C.  E.  Taylor  were  all 
present  and  presented  the  various  denominational  in- 
terests which  they  represented. 

The    report   of  the   Mission  Board   showed  that 
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nine  missionaries  had  been  on  the  field  and  that  the 
Board  was  out  of  debt  and  had  a  balance  of  $278.88  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  This  good  report  en- 
couraged the  Board  to  attempt  to  enlarge  its  work. 
Bro.  John  P.  Morgan  was  re-elected  Corresponding 
Secretary.  The  Board  also  put  Rev.  S.  G.  Owen  into 
the  field  as  Sunday-school  Missionary.  He  has  done 
a  good  work.  Rev.  C.  N.  Williams  was  located  at 
Murphy.  He  remained  but  a  short  while  till  he  re- 
signed. Rev.  W  H.  Rich  was  then  appointed  to  that 
field  but  was  soon  stricken  with  fever  and  has  been 
unable  to  do  much  work.  Rev.  George  Wharton, 
early  in  the  year  resigned  his  work  as  pastor  at 
Waynesville  and  editor  of  the  Western  North  Caroli- 
na Baptist,  and  removed  to  Mississippi.  Rev.  M.  A. 
Jenkins  has  been  called  to  take  his  place  both  as 
editor  and  pastor.  Rev.  C.  H.  Durham  was  ordained 
early  in  the  year  by  the  First  church,  Asheville.  He 
has  taken  charge  of  the  church  at  Bryson  City.  Rev. 
J.  0.  Owen  was  ordained  by  the  church  at  Fairview, 
and  Rev.  M.  Sluder  by  the  church  at  Mt.  Carmel. 

The  French  Broad  Avenue  church,  Asheville,  has 
been  without  a  pastor  much  of  the  time  this  year. 
Rev.  J.  A.  Brunson  of  South  Carolina,  was  called  and 
served  the  church  a  short  while  when  he  informed 
the  church  that  he  had  changed  his  views  on  doctrine. 
He  resigned  and  has  since  been  preaching  with  the 
Seventh  Day  Adventists. 

Rev.  E.  E.  Blount  on  account  of  declining  health, 
resigned  his  work  at  Clyde  and  Jonathan's  Creek 
churches  in  Haywood  county.  Rev.  D.  B.  Nelson 
has  removed  from  Biltmore  to  his  old  home  in  Hen- 
derson county. 

Bat  Cave  and  Saluda  churches  have  completed 
houses  of  worship  this  year.  Murphy,  Dillsboro  and 
Sylva  have  houses  in  process  of  building  which  will 
soon  be  completed. 
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Miss  Lottie  Price  who  has  stood  approved  by  the 
Board  for  some  time  as  a  Foreign  Missionary,  is  now 
on  her  way  to  China.  The  Buncombe  Association 
raised  the  money  to  bear  her  expenses  on  the  trip  and 
the  Asheviile  and  Biltmore  churches  are  pledged  to 
pay  her  salary  on  the  field.  This  is  one,  of  the  most 
interesting  events  in  the  history  of  our  Convention, 
as  she  is  the  first  to  go  from  among  us  to  the  foreign 
fields.  During  the  last  session  of  our  Convention 
the  ladies  held  meetings  and  organized  a  central 
committee  of  missions.  As  a  result  of  that  the  ladies' 
work  in  our  churches  has  been  greatly  enlarged  and 
ii  promises  still  greater  results  in  the  coming  year. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  ingathering.  Many  of 
our  churches  have  enjoyed  precious  revivals. 

We  have  many  reasons  to  be  thankful  to  God  for 
His  blessings  upon  our  labors  the  past  year.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  these  articles  are 
timely,  wise  and  important. 

Resolved  2.  That  in  our  opinion  the  next  Legis- 
lature ought  to  obey  fully  the  constitutional  require- 
ments to  provide  at  least  four  months  public  school 
in  every  school  district  in  every  county  in  the  State. 

Resolved  3,  That  in  our  opinion  no  public  funds 
which  can  be  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for 
education  should  be  appropriated  otherwise  than  for 
the  public  schools. 

By  motion  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  E.  B 
Stradly  for  his  faithful  duties  as  Treasurer  during  the 
past  year. 

At  this  time  Bro.  R.  H.  Graves,  on  taking  his 
leave  from  us,  occupied  a  few  minutes  m  giving  some 
very  encouraging  words  to  the  Convention.

APPENDIX  B. 


Constitution  of  the  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Baptsit  Convention. 


ARTICLE  I- 

This  body  shall  be  called  the  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  Convention,  and  shall  hold   its  meetings 
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annually  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  previous  meeting. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  this  Convention  shall  be  :  The  dis- 
tribution of  the  Holy  Scriptures  among  the  destitute  ; 
the  sustentation  of  Home,  Foreign  and  Conventional 
Missions  and  church  building  ;  the  education  of  poor 
young  men,  callea  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry  ;  the 
fostering  of  Baptist  institutions  of  learning  within  its 
bounds  ;  Sabbath  schools  ;  the  dissemination  of  relig 
ious  literature  and  temperance  ;  in  co-operation  in  the 
support  of  Wake  Forest  College  and  the  Baptist  Or 
phanage 

ARTICLE    III. 

The  funds  appropriated  for  these  objects  shall  be 
kept  distinct  from  each  other  and  faithfully  applied 
according  to  the  desire  of  the  contributors. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

By  paying  into  the  Treasury,  annually,  the  sum 
of  $5,  any  Baptist  church,  Association,  society,  or  in- 
dividual, shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative,  who 
is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Baptist  church,  pnd 
for  the  sum  of  $30  the  representative  shall  be  consti- 
tuted a  life  member. 

ARTICLE  v. 

This  body  shall  annually  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Presi- 
dent, 1st  and  2nd  Vice  President,  Recording  Secreta- 
ry, Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Historian.  Provided, 
however,  that  all  officers  after  the  President,  may  be 
elected  viva  voce.  All  officers  shall  remain  in  office 
till  their  successors  are  chosen. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Convention,  sign  all  orders,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  President,  this  duty  shall  devolve 
on  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  according  to  the  order 
of  appointment.  The  Secretary  shall  preserve  a  faith- 
ful record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  body,  and  con- 
duct the  correspondence  therefor.  The  Treasurer 
shall  give  bond  and  approved  security  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  hold  all  the  funds  of 
the  Convention  subject  to  its  orders,  and  shall  submit 
an  annual  report  of  all  his  receipts  and  expenditures, 
the  same  to  be  audited  and  published  in  the  minutes. 
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The"  Historian  shall  keep  a  complete  file  of  the  min- 
utes of  this  body,  and  shall  record,  in  a  book  kept  tor 
the  purpose,  facts,  historical,  biographical,  and  inci- 
dental^ andf  whatever  is  likely  to  be  of  special  use  to 
the^future  Historian,  and  shall  read  his  record  annu- 
ally in  open  Convention,  which,  when  approved,  shall 
be  considered  authentic  history. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

This  body  shall,  at  each  annual  meeting,  appoint 
the  following  Boards  :  A  Board  of  Conventional  and 
Sunday-school  Missions  of  23  members,  10  of  whom 
shall  reside  in  Asheville,  7  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  transact  business,  located  at  Asheville;  a 
Board  of  Ministerial  Education  of  11  members,  3  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business, 
located  at  Asheville,  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
the  respective  departments  of  the'  Convention's  work 
during  its  recess.  These  Boards  shall  each  present  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  well  digested 
report  of  the  work  in  charge. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

This  body,  through  its  proper  officers,  will  co-op- 
erate with  the  boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion in  the  prosecution  of  its  common  work. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

This  Convention  may  employ  any  agency  by 
which  the  objects  contemplated  in  its  organization 
may  be  accomplished. 

ARTICLE    X. 

Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  its  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

This  body  shall  be  governed  by  "Mell's  Manual  of 
Parliamentary  Practice." 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Whenever  the  minutes  of  the  Convention  are 
printed  a  copy  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  printed 
therein. 

ARTICLE   XIII. 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Convention  shall  close  on 
this  the  15th  day  of  October,  and  the  Secretary's  and 
Treasurer's  report  shall  bear  date  accordingly.
